although I ara inclined to think they 
overstate the real conditions, thoro is 
not as yet canso for genuine alarm. 
"Throughout the area of the great corn 
crop the drouth has not been severe 
enough to seriously affect that crop. Hot 
weather is not damaging to corn at this 
season. 
In fact, high tenuromtore at 
this season is one of the fWuisitos of 
corn development, and so I nyuk that 
we had hotter wait a while before we 
say that, the com crop is mine*!. 
"For myself, I think that we shnll 
have plenty of corn in this country. 
The press reports from Kansas and Ne- 
braska are of course discouraging, bnf | 
the crop in those states is not greu\ ox 
copt in the eastern portions.

corn belt of this country is east of the I 
Mississippi river and west of the Ohio.

Secretary of Agrlooltnro Says Iks 
Cora Crop Is Wet K aloud. 
Washington, July 15.—Secretary ot 
Agriculture Wilson hopes that the corn 
crop of the western states has not yet 
been rained by the drouth. He is dis­ 
posed to believe that the reports as to 
the damage have been exaggerated. He 
is quoted as follows: 
“ I do not regard the com crop as se­ 
riously damaged, notwithstanding tho 
press reports from the western states. 
On July I, the condition of the corn 
crop was more promising than on the 
same date last year, and even if tho 
press reports are 
not ‘ exaggerated, 
although I am inclined to think they 
overstate the real conditions, there is 
not as yet cause for genuine alarm. 
"Throughout the area of tho great corn 
crop tho drouth has not been severe 
enough to seriously affect that crop. Hot 
weather is not damaging to corn at this 
season. 
In fact, high tenuM'rature at 
this season is one of the f^Buisites of 
corn development, and so I nyink that 


WO had better wait a while before we 
say that the corn crop is ruined, 
"For myself, I think that we shall 
have plenty of coni in this country. 
The press reports from Kansas and Ne­ 
braska are of course discouraging, but 
the crop in those states is not gm A ex­ 
cept in the eastern portions. 
The gr -at 
corn belt of this country is east of tho 
Mississippi river and west of the Ohio. 
" I have not yet seen anything to in­ 
dicate that there has been a large 
amount of damage in this area of 
country. I am going to wait, therefore, 
until I hear whether the drouth has 
been destructive in Iowa, Illinois, Mis­ 
souri, Indiana. Michigan and Wisconsin 
before I become really alarmed.”

Th© Men Hiivp Obeyed the Order of the

Pittsburg, July I L — The strike of 
tho members of the Amalgamated as- 
sociation employed in the tin plate, 
sheet and hoop mills ord -red Saturday 
night was observed in the Pittsburg 
district early this morning. 
This strike 
bears a resemblance to the historical 
Homestead strike in 1892 in that not 
the question of wages, but tho recogni­ 
tion of the Amalgamated association. 
Tire association insists upon unionizing 
all the plants of t he three companies in 
question 
The manufacturers refuse to 
grant this demand and say that individ­ 
ual contracts wit Ii workmen which are 
in force at a number of the plants must 
stand.

The meu havo joined the Amalgamated 
association. 
It is estimated between 
700 and WX) men are out. 
The strikers 
are keeping away from the plant and 
there is not a person, loitering about tho 
place. 
Everything is unusually quiet. 
The tin mill at M lessen, Pa., which is 
non-union is running as usual. The 
Lindsay and McCutchen plant of tho 
American Steel Hoop company in Al­ 
legheny, is idle and the Star and Monon­ 
gahela plants of the American Tin 
Plate comi>any have closed down. 
The Painter, Lindsay and McCntoh* 
eon plants has been looked npon by the 
officials of the United Staid corporation 
as the strongholds of non-unionists in 
the Hoop company. 
In reference to tho report that the 
manufacturers had made a proposal for 
another conference, President Shaflfar 
said no intimation had been received by 
him that tho had any idea of a-kmgfor 
a second meeting in tho near fu turn 
That was a matter entirely with them. 


Officer* Bey *!»• War Hi South 
Arnee Is Not Over. 
New York, July 15.—Returning Brit­ 
ish officers do not speak hopefully of 
the situation in South Africa, says The 
Tribune’s London correspondent. They 
assert that the railways are securely 
held, and that there are small zone* 
around Bloomfontein, Pretoria and Jo­ 
hannesburg where it is possible for in­ 
habitants to settle down and to resume 
their usual occupations, without fear of 
disturbance, but apart from the pacifi­ 
cation of these small spheres of British 
influence there are few signs of prog­ 
ress. The railway lino from Johannes­ 
burg to Laings Nek is still watched and 
the Dutch 
section along the South 
Orange river is ravaged by guerrilla* 
and broad districts of the Transvaal 
and the Orange River Colony aro only 
kept quiet by being emptied of their 
population through repeated marches ol 
strong columns. 
In Cape Colony Schoopers is giving to 
Gener. I French considerable trouble. 
The feeling in England is far rnoro bit­ 
ter against Mr. Steyn. who has just 
narrowly escaped capture by Broad- 
wood's column, than against Mr Kruger, 
the former tieing regarded as interfer­ 
ing in a quarrel not concerning him anil 
ajwvrt from the impression which his 
being made prisoner would undoubtedly 
have made in the Orange Fever Colony, 
his escape will cause groat disappoint­ 
ment. 
General Kitchener's dispatches, 
by referring only to Mr. Steyn’s brothel 
as among those captured, rather indi­ 
cates that the other prisoners are of 
small importance. 
Of the generals in South Africa, Gen­ 
eral Methuen is tho most highly com­ 
manded by the officers serving under 
him.

The emperor has 
I issued an edict suspending the exami­ 
nation not only in the guilty districts, 
but throughout the entire oountry for a 
period of live years Instead of saying 
this is the result of the ill treatment of 
foreigners the -dict explains that the 
emperor desires to givo the students in 
every province an opportunity to pre­ 
pare for an entirely new aud modern 
system of examination.

States has not agreed to the action look­ 
ing to the advisability of the foreign 
ministers in Pekin demanding that a 
special punishment be administered in 
those districts in which foreigners were 
outraged. This government is auxions 
that the powers should retire from 
China as promptly as possible.
